MUTUELS FOR LAUREL NEXT YEAR. 

Baltimore. Mil., November 3. — The management 
of tlie Laurel race track will install pari-mutuel 
machines in tlie betting ring before next spring's 
meeting. One reason for the change is that the 
revenue of the track will he increased and another 
is that Governor Goldshorongh objects to Isiok- 
iiiakiiig. So tlie Laurel managers, with the idea 
"f ''getting in right” with the powers that be, 
have a in •unci'il that next spring the "iron men” will 
receive tlie money instead of tlie Itooktnakcrs. The 
Laurel track had a profitable meeting this fall — the 
best in its history.

FINAL WEEK ON KENTUCKY 

LATONIA MEETING BEGINS ITS LAST LAP 
UNDER MORE AUSPICIOUS CONDITIONS. 



Course in Gaod Shape, Notwithstanding Two Weeks 
of Rain — Cousin Fuss Beats Coy Lad by 
Narrow Margin in Handicap. 



Cincinnati. <)., November 3.— Latoniu began this 
afternoon its final week of racing under conditions 
that promise well for the sport duriug the remaining 
days of the season. Excepting that it was a trifle 
cloudy, the weather was ideal compared with what 
lias gone before. Tlie weather sharps predict bright 
sunshine for the remainder of the week. Track 
Superintendent Keegan had a big force at work on 
the course yesterday and this morning, and their 
labors were rewarded considerably, for the going 
was uniform and firm. With no further moisture, 
it should be at its best for tomorrow’s racing. 

As a result of the improved track and weather 
conditions, the racing was the best witnessed during 
the meeting and was immensely enjoyed by a sur- 
prisingly large Monday crowd. The specula t ion al- 
most readied holiday priqiortious anil liberal prices 
ruled against the various winners. Three favorites, 
two second choices and a well supported outsider ac- 
counted for tin- purses. 

Tin- feature offering, a handicap at one mile and 
seventy yards, furnished a sensational finish in 
which Cousin Puss got up to beat Coy Lad and 
Flabbergast after she had been a distant trailer and 
had lost considerable ground by a wide stretch turn. 
The Dots filly ran in her best form this afternoon. 
She was benefited by the fast early pace that 
Benanet, Morristown and Coy Lad forced, which left 
them somewhat exhausted when tlie crucial test 
i-aiue. 

The sprint race which followed tlie handicap, de- 
veloped a stirring struggle in tin- stretch between 
Theresa Gill and James MacManus’ Presumption. 
The latter won by a small margin. Theresa. Gill 
was liest, hnt was forced to lose much ground iu tlie 
last three-sixteenths when Presumption liore out. 
The Bianchi-MacMaiius confederacy scored a double 
during tin- afternoon, Hocnir. an overwhelming 
choice, having won the opener for them after lead- 
ing all the way. 

Flex was another ndds-on favorite that managed 
to land a purse. E. K. Bradley's Bracktown Belle 
found it easy to win tlie second and Turner’s good 
ride enabled Garueau to win in the closing dash. 

Judge Charles F. Price was forced to absent him- 
self from the track this afternoon on account of 
sickness. li is expected that lie will officiate to- 
morrow. Col. Milton Young and John H'achmeister 
served as file stewards this afternoon. 

Jockeys C. Turner and J. Henry carried off the 
riding honors, each with a couple of victories. It 
was the first time that Turner had ridden a winner 
other than on A. Turney’s representatives in a 
long time. 

Gallaher Bros, will refrain front racing this winter 
and will send their horses at the close of the Latonia 
meeting to Lexington to go into winter quarters. 

J. Sehreiber sold Jim Basey today to Mrs. M. R. 
Farmer, and Florence Roberts, another in his estab- 
lishment, will run in John Lowe's interest during 
the winter at Juarez. 

Eugene Elrod received a letter today from the 
management of the far northwestern racing, where 
sixty-five days of racing will he conducted next 
summer over tlie various tracks iu that section of 
the country They announced that the niutuels 
will tie installed on the circuit and were desirous 
of having Mr. Elrod take charge of the betting 
riugs. As the dates conflict with the Kentucky sea- 
son Mr. Elrod will tie unable to accept the offer. 

"Dad” Y'eager was among today’s visitors at the 
course. 

J. \V. Pugh, formerly owner of the good racer. 
Fonsoliit-a. is the democratic nominee for sheriff of 
Kenton County and his election tomorrow seems to lie 
a certainty. John B. Dillon, who has been serving 
as county clerk, is also up for re-election on the 
Democratic ticket and his success is likewise as- 
sured. 

Ike Gottlieb, a well-known Cincinnati bookmaker 
and diamond merchant, died unexpectedly last night 
after a brief illness lasting only two days. The 
deceased was well known and liked among the rac- 
ing fraternity. 

Jockey \V. W. Taylor was suspended for the 
rest of the meeting by starter Cassidy for dis- 
obedience at the post. 

Francis J. Pons will ship nine horses, including 
Judge Wright. John Furlong, Armor and Jack Kel- 
logg to Charleston to race. He will dispose of 
Font, Capitan Bravo. Snowflake, Dick’s Pet, Luxu- 
rious, Edna Liska and Miss Waters at auction Thurs- 
day. 

Hodge, the crack two-year-old owned hy Kay 
Spence, has been entered for the Palmetto Park 
Derby and is expected to fill his engagement in it 
after participating in the racing at Juarez. 

Considerable interest is being manifested in the 
outcome of the Latonia Cup, two and a quarter 
miles, to be run on the closing day. Arrangements 
are under way to take care of the largest crowd of 
the season. 

H. R. Brandt has cancelled his reservation for 
accommodations at Juarez and probably will not 
race his stable during the coining winter. 

George J. Long has arranged with J. C. Ferris 
to take quite a string of his horses to Juarez to race, 
including the three-year-old filly Madelle. several 
two-year-olds and some yearlings from the Bash 
ford Manor establishment. 

J. 1’. Ross will send Uncle Hart to Juarez in 
charge of P. T. Chinn. 

Willie Applegate is here on his way from Laurul 
to Juarez, where he will tmnk during the winter." 

Most- Goidldatt has added Bonne Chance to the 
Jefferson Livingston stable hy purchase from J. (I. 
Keene. The Livingston horses will leave for Juarez 
tomorrow night. 

Before shipping the Cannien stable to winter 
quarters.
